It was ex pected in the summer and early 
fall that co llege enro llments wo uld be lo w­ 
er this y ear than last, because o f a reductio n 
in the number o f military serv ice v eterans 
go ing to co llege at 
go v ernment 
ex pense. 
But a co mprehensiv e surv ey disclo ses that 
the to tal enro llment no w is higher than last 
y ear, and that a fo urth o f all co lleges and 
univ ersities turned students away this fall 
because o f inability to acco mmo date all who 
applied. On the o ther hand 7 0 percent o f all 
institutio ns said they were prepared to ad­ 
mit mo re students if they had applied, and 
it is indicated that these co uld hav e admit­ 
ted mo re th&n fo ur times as many as were 
turned away by o ther scho o ls. Mo st o f this 
seeming inco nsistency do ubtless is due to 
the desire o f indiv iduals to attend so me cer­ 
tain institutio n. 


The surv ey also rev ealed that o fficials o f 
almo st half o f all co lleges and univ ersities 
believ e that a still higher peak o f enro ll­ 
ment will be reached within the nex t fo ur 
y ears. To co pe with present situatio ns 
and 
prepare fo r the ex pected future, 7 7 percent 
o f institutio ns hav e building pro grams un­ 
derway o r planned. 
The to tal po pulatio n still 
is rising, and 
y o ung peo ple in increasing pro po rtio n de­ 
sire— and find means—to go o n 
to co llege 
after finishing high scho o l. If this tendency 


is no t to be disco uraged, still mo re ambitio us 
ex pansio n pro grams may so o n be needed by 
many o f o ur institutio ns o f higher learning.

Then came the Diesels, no iser than 
the electrics but almo st as smo o th and effi­ 
cient, and hav ing a great adv antage in that 
they need no ex tra track installatio n, 
but 
can go any where a steam lo co mo tiv e can go . 


The lo co mo tiv e o f the future, so me 
say , 
may rev ert to steam po wer, using co al 
as 
fuel. The steam will be used to driv e a tur­ 
bo -generato r, and electric mo to rs will driv e 
the wheels.

Fruit Crop In 


Ohio Is Clean 


Unusual Crop Picked 
During Season 


Ohio orchardists this year har­ 
vested the largest and most insect- 
damage free crop 
of fruit since 
1942, T. H. Parks, 
extension E n ­ 
tomologist 
at Ohio 
State U ni­ 
versity, reported today. 


R eleasing the names of an hon­ 
or group 
of Ohio orchard 
mer, 
Parks said inspections of orchards 
this 
year revealed more 
clean 
(free from insect 
damage) fruit 
than ever before recorded in the 
state. He cheeked orchards in 21 
counties 
for preventable 
insect 
and disease blemishes. Of these, 
15 orchards checked more than 99 
percent, and 28 more than 97 per­ 
cent clean fruit. 


Heading the list this year was 
Ernest 
Downing. 
New Madison 
(Darke 
County), whose 
orchard 
had a score of 99,97. Only one* in­ 
fe c t blemished fruit was found in 
3,000 apples checked ,at random 
[ in his 18-acre apple orchard. No 
I apple scab nor codling moth blem­ 
ishes could be found. Downing’s 
orchard was first in the state in 
1947, and placed second in 1948, 


Second In percentage of clean 
fruit was the 48-acre orchard of 
W . W. R eynolds, Utica (Licking 
County), with a score of 99.88 His 
orchard ranked in 
top position 
last year. 
Close behind 
the leaders was 
the 
35-acre orchard 
of Herbert 
Koontz, 
St. Louisville 
(Licking 
County, which scored 99.87. 


A ll of the orchard men 
ing in the “ top ten” honor group. 
Parks 
said, have 
well-managed 
orchards, and few applied more 
than the recommended number of 
sprays required 
for good com­ 
mercial control of posts.
